$350,000,000 


Of This Amount Great! 
Part Will be to Care 
For Dole

Canadian Press Staff Writer 
LONDON, Feb. 28.—Unemploy- 
ment will cost the British tax- 
payer more than $350,000,000 dur- 
ing the new financial year begin- 
ning April 1, the estimates today 
showed. Of this total $250,000,000 
will be for the “dole.” 

State contributions to the unem- 
ployment insurance fund proper are 
estimated at $107,500,000, an in- 
crease of $2,000,000 over the closing 
fiscal year. Grants to the unem- 
ployment fund for transitional ben- 
efits, otherwise known as the dole, 
are down by $229,500,000. 


SEPARATE VOTE 

But against this paper decrease is 
a separate vote of $250,000,000 for 
unemployment _ assistance allow- 
ances, These allowances, which re- 
place the old transitional benefits, 
are now administered by the new 
unemployment assistance board, 
They are still the dole. 

Votes for training schemes for the 
unemployed, workers’ resettlement 
and the like, are almost doubled, | 
totalling $9,750,000. 


BUDGET INCREASE 

The “civil” estimates of which 
the unemployment budget forms a 
part altogether add up to $2,150,- 
000,,000, an increase of $107,500,000 
over the toal of the original estim- 
ates of the previous year, These 


however were subsequently in- 
creased by $55,000,000 voted as sup- 
plementaries. 


The navy, army and air force @5- 
timates will not be brought down 
until next week. All are to be 
higher than the last votes.

BERLIN, Feb. 28.—Intense ec-

fuehrer Hitler to abandon for the

This tendency was indicated de- 
finitely in the remarks of cpeak- 
jers at a meeting of political lead- 
ers and Nazi party members in 
which the Reich’s econemic prob- 
lems were the subject of discussion. 

While berating Jews as “vampires 
land exploiters”, speakers conclud- 
| ed their addresses by saying: 

“It may be asked of you why, 
the administraticn undertakes no- 
thing more against the Jews. It 
cannot for fereign political rea- 
sons, since further boycotis, for- 
eign exchange difficulties and 
other troubles are thereby threat- 
ened. 

“Therefore, you must go about 
and spread what you have been 
told here and act accordingly.” 

Behind this and similar develop- 
ments was seen the strong influence | 
of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, minister of 
economics, who in fighting Ger- 
many’s economic battle risk further 
boycotts and loss in bills of ex- 
change. 

Dr. Schacht, who has emerged 
with increased prestige from sev- 
eral similar encounters ovér ques- 
tions of policy in the last three 
months, has kept a Jew at the head 
of his foreign exchange depart- 
ment. He also has been quoted as}

VICTORIA, Feb, 28.—-New taxa- 
tion will not be instituted in Brit- 
ish Columbia in the coming year, 
Hon, John Hart, Minister of Fin- 
ance, declared Wednesday in pre- 
; senting his budget to the legisla- 
| ture, but before next year the prov- 
| ince hopes to have authority from 
| the Dominion to reserve both the 
income and gold taxes for itself | 
and to have power to impose a 
sales tax. 

Claiming that part of his finan- 
cial program, that of re-establish-| 
ing provincial credit, had been) 
achieved, Mr. Hart stated that, in| 
| the current year 1934-35, a surplus} 
of $424,000 was probable on current 
}account with the aid of an extra! 
| $750,000 subsidy from Ottawa. He 
estimated a surplus of $109,588 in 
the next year. 


DEBT INCREASE 

The minister showed an increase 
in net debt of $1,132,593 in the 12 
months ended Nov. 1, 1934, as sink- | 
jing funds had appreciated to the 
extent of $1,771,683. He stated re-| 
|} venues were nearly $3,000,000 over 
}estimates, including the interim 
| subsidy from Ottawa. 

“We shall continue our argument}

stances under which the accused 
wrote the incriminating _ letters. 
The prisoner had given him the 
impression that he could not write 
in either English or Ukrainian, and 
at the request of the accused he 
brought another prisoner, one John 
Horlack, to write for the accused. 

One of the letters writen by Hor- 
lack for the accused and produced 
in court was addressed to Fred 
Boychuk of Beverly and read in 
part: “It is all Annie's fault (re- 
ferring supposedly to Mrs. Smo- 
liak), “but she told me to do it, so 
when I was in town I got some 
drinks and I did it. This is all I 
can write. If I could see you I 
would tell you more, so come to 
see me.” 


LETTER DELIVERED 


Boychuk, on being called, said 
that Constable Pook had delivered 
the letter to him at Beverly and 
later Pook drove him to the Fort, 
where he visited the prisoner. On 
that occasion the prisoner cried and 
said that he had killed Smoliak 
follgwing the drinking of moon- 
shine. He said Smoliak was a good 
friend of his and he was sorry he 
had done it. 

_ Boychuk under cross-examina- 
tion denied that there had been 
any ill feelings as a result of a 
party at his home in Beverly at 
which Mr. and Mrs. Smoliak and 
Skrut had been present. John 
Horlack, serving a six months sen- 
tence for theft, testified that he was 
often called on to write letters for 
brother prisoners and he had been 
called on to act for the accused as 
a matter of custom. 

Another letter produced, and al- 
leged to have been written by 
Skrut, was addressed to John Smo- 
liak, father of the murder victim. 
This read in part: “She told me 
to do it, I am very sorry for You 
that I did such a thing but Annie 
told me she had no life with him, 
but woman can bring down devil 
as well as man so I got a few 
drinks and did as she told me as all 
the Smoliaks are crazy.”

MEIGHEN OPPOSES 

He was opposed to everything in 
the motion except its aspirations. 
The proposal there should be no 
war debts at the end of hostilities 
was a consummation devoutly to 
be wished, but if it were attainable 
why had not inelligent countries 
of the world reached this achieve- 
ment, said the senate leader. The 
burden of war had to be “spread,” 
| he stated. ¢ 

“Eighty-five per cent of the peo- 
ple of Canada would vote in favor 
of this resolution if it were placed 
before them on a referendum,” de- 
clared Senator Murdock. “The pro- 
posals in the resolution would be 
the proper thing to do and there 
would be no favorites played in 
war.” 


COUNCIL ABSURD IDEA 
The war council proposal was | 
“perfectly absurd,” declared Sena- 


tor Griesbach, The responsibility 
for supervision in this country in 
the event of war was one for the 
dominion government of the day. 

Canada, said General Griesbach, 
“to save life and wastage of money 
and property,” should take steps

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TIME PASSES 

The city council on Monday decided after 
a full dress debate that it would not censure 
the sinking fund board for that Vancouver let- 
ter nor Mayor Clarke for telegraphing his 
dissent from the contents thereof; appointed 
the Mayor as Edmonton's representative at the 
all-Canada municipal protest conference to be 
held at Ottawa; and instructed the commis- 
sioners to ask the Provincial Government to 
levy some super-taxes and turn over the pro- 
ceeds to the city. 

Secing that neither the sinking fund board 
nor the Mayor are bound to take instructions 
from the aldermen, the decision to drop the 
bond-correspondence controversy is under- 
standable. Selection of the Mayor as delegate 
to the Ottawa protest-meeting was logical. And 
asking the Provincial Government to levy 
special taxes and give the city, the proceeds— 
on the eve of a general election—displays an 
optimism far removed from mundane political 
considerations. 

Nothing in the program gives visible evi- 
dence of progress toward setting the tax rate, 
or constructive effort to reduce interest rates 
as a means of setting a tax rate that would not 
defeat its own ends. Council in this all-import- 
ant matter is employing the strategy of slow 
approach. 

If the taxpayers get their bills by April, that 
is the earliest they can now be looked for.

INCITING SECESSION 

One reason why people in British Columbia 
aré talking seriously about seceding from the 
Dominion is explained by figures brought down 
in the House of Commons. 

The distances from Georgian Bay ports to 
Halifax range from 1173 to 1297 miles. The 
freight rate, all rail, on wheat for export is 8.33 
cents per hundred pounds. 

The distance from Calgary to Vancouver 
is 642 miles. The freight rate on wheat for 
export is 20 cents per hundred. 

Nearly two and a half ti 
charged for hauling a car of eat from Cal- 
gary—or Edmonton Vancouver, as for 
hauling a car from a Georgian Bay port to 
Halifax, twice the distance. 

But on low grade wheat, oats and barley 
shipped from Alberta to Vancouver for feec 
live stock and poultry, no mere 20 cents a h 
dred is the charge. The rate on these classes 
of grain is 30 cents a hundred; and on other 
feed grains 4142 cents a hundred. 

These figures serve to show why British 
Columbia has been fighting for equalized 
freight rates for thirty years, and why discrim- 
inatory rates form one item in the list of griev- 
ances which have inspired secession talk in that 
province. 

But if British Columbia has cause to protest, 
Alberta has more cause. If the rate from 
Georgian Bay ports is a fair rate, disregarding 
distance altogether, the Alberta farmer is being 
gypped 11.66 cents on every hundred pounds of 
wheat he ships to Vancouver for export. Tak- 
ing distance into account he is mulcted 15 cents 
per hundred on his export whea 

On low grade grain the rates are of course 
prohibitive. Commercially it would be cheaper 
for Vancouver people mport eggs from 
China than hen-feed from Alberta; and nothing 
but a Haman’s gallows tariff prevents them 
doing it. 
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FUNDAMENTALS 
There is one thing to be said for the pro- 
posal to bring Major Douglas back to Alberta. 


Nobody found out when he was here a yea 
‘ago just what he would or could dv to make 
the vast amount of rea] wealth produced in this 
province every year supply the needs of its 
people for food, clothing, shelter and the other 
common necessities and comforts of life 
Perhaps Major Douglas can tell us that. 
Perhaps he can't. In any case he has not yet 


had a chance to study the problem, save in so 
far as it resembles the similar problem con- 
fronting the people of ali countries. And it is 
plain enough that somebody will have to find 
the answer to that problem before there can 
be any such thing as permanently safe and 
prosperous living conditions for anyoody 

Major Douglas has at least thing 
strongly in his favor, as against the financial 
advisers who have steered the people of this 
province, and of Canada, into the quagmire He 
is “different.” He doesn't say we sheuld 
“tighten our’ belts,” go back to thesdays and 
ways of our grandfathers, scrap machinery, and 
reduce ourselves to still worse poverty than 
we have 

Whether or not his theory is workable, it is 
one of hope, not of despair; based on the sup- 
position that people can get enough to eat even 
when the supply is super-abundant, not on the 


one 


tradition that scarcity is the only possible con- 
dition of three meals a day for those who are 
not rich in money. In fact he has the courage 
to say people should be able to live better when 
supplies are plentiful. 

Whether he is right or wrong in the method 
by which he proposes to bring that about, there 
isn't any doubt a method will have to be found. 
For humanity has passed permanently out of 
the era of scarcity, and into the era of plenty. 
Do we have to go hungry and ragged on that 
account? That is the question now before the 
house, in Alberta as everyw ere else.

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The Passing Show

There are no enemies like those of one’s own 
household. 

Reading over Prof. Ewald Banse’s book, 
“Germany Prepares for War,” I notice that 
Hitler's professor of military science has bitter 
words for the peace-disturbing quality of the 
Germanic nature. He says 
“It alone is responsible for 
that curr/nt of unrest which 
has constantly disturbed the 
peace of Europe from the 
seventeenth century on- 
wards.” 

I read the passage over 
twice before real significance 
came from closer perusal of 
the content. It is not the 
Germanic spirit in Germany 
that, in the professor's opin-

ion, has “disturbed the peace of Europe from 


the seventeenth century onwards.” It is the 
Germanic nature of the French people in the 
north of France. According to Banse a Nordic 
element settled in northern France before the 
coming of the Franks, and the blending of this 
Teuton blood with the blood of the Franks has 
caused constant clash between the warlike 
Teutons of France and the peace-loving Teutons 
across the German border. 


This is how the Professor of Military Sci- 
ence at Brunswick Academy proposes to bring 
about peace in Europe: 


“One of the most important tasks for 

the establishment of peace on earth is the 
weakening, nay the extermination, as far as 
that is possible, of this Germanic element 
(among the French). Ruthlessly conducted 
wars, which will reduce the numbers of 
this French warrior-caste; transportations 
of detachments of them to an eastern Ger- 
many of the future, where they will soon 
become ‘Germanized; cross-breeding of 
those that remain with southerntrs and 
negroes; progressive limitation of popula- 
tion—all these are possible means to the 
decline and fall of France. ... All the 
“wrongs that the old France did to the 
western German in her wars of extermina- 
tion and rapine must be paid back in kind. 
The bloody de-northernizing of France 
must be one of the main items of Ger- 
many’s defense program.” 


Did ever a dove of peace warble a bloodier 
theme song? Just as England must be over- 
thrown and her people enslaved as punishment 
for their sterling qualities, so the gentle Nazi 
teacher would have the best elements of the 
French nation slaughtered, thrust into slavery, 
married to negroes or prevented from repro- 
ducing their kind, because of their Germanic 
qualities. He says “This ruling class of republi- 
can France compels one’s admiration; it has 
no equal in the world for sheer energy; all the 
more reason, then, why it must be destroyed.” 

It is to be hoped the reasoning is clear to 
the author. It sounds like insanity induced by 
inferiority complex.

It may be as some of the editorial wiseacres 
assert, that the provincial government is paying 
$5000 to have Major Douglas come here in the 
role of “reconstruction adviser,” chiefly to 
divert attention from the government's record 
and to. avoid having to take any stand on the 
question of Social Credit which has rent its 
followers asunder, It certainly is unusual for 
governments to call in reconstruction advisers 
with a view to changing the whole basis of 
economic life without letting the members of 
the Legislature—or even their own followers— 
know about it until they read of it in the gov- 
ernment’s private political journal. 

However, I for one am glad that Major 
Douglas is coming. If for five thousand dollars 
he can give Alberta a workable system of social 
credit, not as yet disclosed in his many books, 
then it will be the best value for its money the 
province ever had. I can only marvel that the 
government didn’t announce its deal with 
Major Douglas at the opening of Legislature by 
a paragraph of self-praise in the Speech from 
the Throne. Instead members were left to learn 
of it by accident in the government's political 
organ. 

Even if the Major is only to be used for 
perty purposes—to give the government an ex- 
cuse for not taking a stand on Social Credit and 
to delay decision till the election is over—I'll 
still be glad to have him come here again at 
public expense, in order that the rival claims of 
the Douglas system and of the Aberhart sys- 
tem may be discussed between the two teachers. 
Social Credit forces in Alberta must be united 
for a drive on a common goal. 


Re-reading Mr. W. A. Tutte’s “Social Credit 
in Canada” after reviewing it—a dangerous 
habit for reviewers—I fear I confused the sys- 
tems in writing that Major Douglas “evolved 
the idea of the issuance to every person in the 
nation at regular intervals of dividends of 
non-hoardable social credit.” Douglas (via 
Tutte) see no reason for changing our present 
“money of account.” He would leave our 
present dollar and silver currency in use. 
Dividend money would be hoardable like other 
money, but instead of drawing interest in the 
banks, it would probably be penalized for safe- 
guarding. With the monopoly of credit vested 
in the nation the banks would not find it profit- 
able to pay people to let them have their money 
to hoard They would have to charge them for 
the service. While money would still be hoard- 
able under Douglas, the common incentives to. 
hoarding would be removed—the desire to re- 
ceive interest, the need to “put by for a rainy 
day,” etc. People generally would find it more 
profitable to spend than to hoard. 

There are many little points of difference 
between the two plans put forward in Alberta, 
apart from the fixed $25 a month that Mr, 
Aberhart promises, and the periodical, un- 
stated dividend of Major Douglas. Some of them 
may have important consequences, With Major 
Douglas here at public expense, we must seek 
a contest of worth between the two, May the 
best system win.

Ice Cream Good Winter 


Dessert 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


More harm is done by the average dessert 
than by any other food on the menu, for it is 
usually a mixture of sugar, starch and fruit 
acids which make it a bad combination from 
the standpoint of food chemistry, causing much 
fermentation and digestive trouble. Many peo- 
ple realizing that rich 
desserts are not the best foods 
for them are in the habit of 
leaving the dessert off after 
a heavy meal, but they would 
not have to do this if they 
used desserts which are 
healthful and wholesome. 
Here are some of the desserts 
which can be used without 
harm. 

Ice cream is a good 

Dr. F. McCoy dessert. It is well to under- 
stand that the food value of ice cream is very 
high, and it should at all times be considered a 
real food and not a delicacy. Most foods are 
deficient in calcium, but ice cream furnishes a 
very large supply of this valuable mineral 
which is essential for building bones and teeth. 
When ice cream is used with a regular meal, it 
is wise to serve only small portions because of 
its high food value; but if ice cream is made 
the principal part of the meal, it is all right 
to use as much as a half pint at a time. Due 
to the cream in it, ice cream makes an excellent 
“fuel food” for the winter months. 

Stewed fruits make an excellent dessert, 
also canned fruits, such as peaches or pine- 
apples. Stewed fruits makes the best desserts 
after a protein meal but for the best effect 
should not be used with starches. 

Fruit whips may be made from prunes, figs, 
apples, pineapples, pears, apricots or berries by 
mincing or mashing the fruits and adding them 
to the white of an egg which has been well 
beaten. 

Custards may be used as a dessert, or as the 
main part of a protein meal. Although it is not 
ordinarily advisable to mix two kinds of pro- 
tein together, it seems that the cooking blends 
the protein elements in such a way that they 
cause no trouble. No sugar or cornstarch 
should be added, but raisins or dates may be 
used to impart a sweet flavor. 

Sherbets or ices are agreeable desserts, being 
made of the fruit juices which are frozen. Pine- 
apple, orange or raspberry ices are good 
examples. 

Gelatin desserts are some of the most pleas- 
ing and healthful desserts. You can buy mix- 
tures of gelatin which are already flavored, but 
if you prefer, you can use the plain gelatin, 
which is not flavored or sweetened, adding your 
own fruit juices for flavoring. Molded gelatin 
desserts are especially attractive. They may be 
served with whipped cream if you desire. 

In general those who are troubled with such 
disorders as deafness, discharging ears, en- 
larged tonsils or adenoids, catarrh, colds, hay 
fever, sinus trouble, tuberculosis, etc., should 
avoid puddings, cookies, cakes, cream, pies, and 
other mixtures containing too much sugar and 
starch, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Mrs, Stanley H. writes: “Will 
you kindly explain in plain language the cause 
of shingles, the symptoms, and if there is a 
cure?” 

ANSWER—The name “shingles” is given to 
the disorder caused by the deposit of toxic sub- 
stances along certain nerve trunks. It occurs 
on one side of the body at a time and is more 
frequently found on the upper back or around 
the ribs on one side. The nerves are inflamed 
and the skin breaks out in a rash wherever the 
most irritation exists. The cure is through diet 
and no local treatments are very effective. A 
fast taken at the onset of the disorder will 
hasten the cure, but even under this treatment 
it often takes a week or ten days for the erup- 
tion to disappear. Obtain more specific informa- 
tion about the cure by writing for my article on 
this subject and sending in a large, self- 
addressed, stamped envelupe. 

QUESTION—Mr. Herman C. writes: “About 
seven months ago my right heel began to pain 
when walking, and the diagnosis given, after 
recent x-ray pictures were taken, was exostosis. 
The growth is about one-half inch or longer. 
Can this be removed without the use of the 
knife?” 

ANSWER—Spurs of exostosis on the heel are 
usually produced by the irritation of rheu- 
matic toxins and somewhat resemble the type 
of bone deposits found in arthritis. In some 
cases it is possible to cause an absorption of the 
bone by dieting and in other cases surgery is 
advisable. In any case, dieting should be used 
to cleanse the system of the rheumatic toxins 
so that no more of the spurs form.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1905, 30 years 
ago, a great political sensation 
was caused by the announcement 
that Hon. Clifford Sifton had 
resigned his portfolio in the Laur- 
ier ministry, because he could 
not consent to the educational 
clauses in the bills creating the 
provinces of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier introduced 
the autonomy bills in the House 
of Commons on February 23 and 
it was found that the educational 
clauses made provision for the 
continuance of separate schools 
under certain conditions. Mr. Sif- 
ton heard this, rushed back to 
Ottawa, and resigned. The ultra- 
Protestants in Ontario and in 
some parts of the west threaten- 
ed all sorts of reprisals, but three 
yeats elapsed before the next

elections, and by that time the 
storm had blown over, and the 
issue cut no ice in politics. 

Hon. Charles Fitzpatrick, the 
Minister of Justice, afterwards 
chief justice of the Supreme 
Court of Canada, got the credit 
for “slipping it over Sifton’; but 
Sir Wilfrid and his followers al- 
ways claimed that the autonomy 
bills merely continued rights to 
Roman Catholic schools which 
had been granted to the North 
West Territories, and that there 
was no introduction of a new 
school issue. ;

DEBUNKING SOCIAL CREDIT 
Editor Bulletin: “Nostrums, 
some idealistic and others dictat- 


ed by class interests have been 
offered on all sides and the con- 
fusion of voices has delayed con- 
certed thinking.” This statement 
by Professor Broadus Mitchell in 
the article in the “Bulletin” of 
February 23 aptly designates the 
Social Credit panacea, only, this 
economic mirage of Major Doug- 
las is more confusing and fantas- 
tic than the ordinary nostrum. 

It is essentially a frantic grope 
by the pinched middle class for a 
way out of the economic morass 
in which we are floundering. The 
standard of living of the social 
strata in which certain sections of 
the people move largely deter- 
mines their attitude towards the 
economic problem. As conditions 
continue to impoverish particular 
sections of the body politic, so 
will they generally reach out for 
the solution most acceptable to 
their social background and the 
political understanding that per- 
meates that group. The Social 
Credit theory is supported in the 
main by the middle class because 
it appears a nice, benevolent and 
happy panacea for all the social 
ills and because the middle class 
viewpoint is usually so inclined. 

This is further borne out by the 
speeches of Major Douglas when 
he appeared before the Legisla- 
tive Assembly here last year. He 
dismissed the condition of the 
unemployed working people in a 
sentence. He termed them “down 
and outs”, people who had noth- 
ing to lose anyhow. When he 
dealt with the middle class who 
were being driven into bank- 
ruptcy and poverty, he bewailed 
the bitter lot of these “downs 
from up” and asserted that they 
were the special victims of the 
viciously idiotic situation that 
now obtains. Mr, Aberhart is also 
an expression of the middle class 
group for an amiable solution to 
the economic crisis, His lotus- 
eating version of the Social Cred- 
it proposition is still more be- 
fuddling than the original propos- 
als. Mr, Aberhart has the whole 
Social Credit theory boiled down 
to a diagram that resembles the 
anatomy of a strange mouse. It is 
apparent that in the main the So- 
cial Credit theory is an expression 
of political thought supported by 
the middle class, 

The Social Credit theory in it- 
self, on an unbiased examination, 
proves a confounding proposition 
and an unworkable theorem. It 
divides the process of capitalist 
production into two phases, each 
of which is given an algebraic 


| payments are payments 


label. The cost of production fs 
defined as two separate forms of 
payments. “A’ payments repre- 
sents payments for raw materials, 
bank charges, etc. Prices equal 
A plus B but purchasing power 


is represented only by “A”. 
Hence, lack of buying power and 
over-production. To remedy this, 


the difference between produc- 
tion value and purchasing power 
is to be adjusted by creating 
“Social Credit” or buying power 
equal to A plus B. 

The flaw in the whole prop- 
osition is that it is impossible to 
define “A” payments from “B” 
payments because at an earlier 
stage in production, “B” pay- 
ments are “A” payments and all 
to in- 
dividuals, Raw material does not 
come from the atmosphere. The 
more this is analysed, the more 
muddled this algebraic equation 
becomes, 

Then there is the financial 
aspect of the Social Credit theory. 
The whole theory prefers to 
ignore the real cause of over- 
production, that is, the private 
ownership and manipulation of 
the means of production and dis- 
tribution under capitalism. The 
theory postulates that the fin- 
ancial phase of the problem is the 
Tundamental cause of the present 
economic debacle. It implies that 
adjustments in the currency and 
credit will solve the entire prob- 
lem. While it intends to leave 
the disposal of production and 
distribution to the same private 
sources as now govern this pro- 
cess, it proposes at the same time 
to establish the very financial 
apparatus that is the necessary 
co-ayent of the present extant 
system it so completely interlard- 
ed the present method. It cannot 
be done. 

It is clear, therefore, that the 
Social Credit analysis of capital- 
ist economics is erroneous and its 
propositions basically unsound. 
The possibility of putting it into 
practice is beyond the compre- 
hension of logic. It is said that a 
form of Social Credit is in oper- 
ation in Japan where recently 
60,000 little girls were sold into 
white slavery, a fine example of 
its efficacy. 

And now the UF.A. govern- 
ment of Alberta, bankrupt of pro- 
gressive thought, are out for more 
social credit entertainment. Major 
Douglas is to be sent for to de- 
bunk Mr, Aberhart’s extravagant 
travestios of the Social Credit 
truth. It is surely time that this 
economic red herring was roasted 
out of existence so that we can 
get down to “concerted thinking.”

ployment insurance as a matter of 
public policy, but emphasizes the 
fact that no such measure can ma- 
terially affect the needs of the greit 
number of those now on relief fox 
at least the next two years. 

In adidtion, it necessarily exclud- 
es at this time, over 850,000 wage- 
workers in‘highly Seasonal employ- 
ment, and some 1,700,000 gainfully 
occupied “workers on their own” 
farmers, small tradesmen, small 
employers, professional, and similar 
individual workers, among whom 
there is, also, a recurring problem 
of involuntary idleness and need 


PRESENT SITUATION MUST BE 
MET WITH PRESENT LAWS 
The statement recognized that 
questions of relative jurisdictions, 
possible extension of the fields of 
federal responsibilities, and similar 
problems are presently the subject 
of active discussion and conflicting 
opinions, but insists that “the im- 
mediate relief situation in Canada.

|lightful picture’ of life in Sweden, 
where she declared, people have 
time to live, and furthermore have 
learned how to live and let live. 
| She referred to the adyanced social 
| legislation in effect in that country 
and pointed out that while there 
was no great inividual wealth, 
neither were there extremes of 
poverty. 

Mrs. T. D. Fitzsimmon brought 
charming memories of school days 
spent in Belgium, with visits to art 
galleries and wonderful old cath- 
edrals. She recalled the efforts of 
this little country to establish neu- 
trality and its present desire to 
sign treaties with the other nations | 
of the world. 

In closing she urged the import- 
ance of facing our national and in- 
ternational problems in a_broad- 
minded manner.
